Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 7/19/2006 with respect to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 
1-21 under 102 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection 
has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection 
is made in view of Heck et al (Heck), U.S. Patent Pub. No. 2005/0064883. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Heck. 
Regarding claims 1-21, Heck discloses a method comprising receiving a 

message-notification into a wireless communication device (items 16, 18, 20, 22; figure 
1 ) (WCD), via cellular wireless air interface, the message-notification indicating a data 
message (i.e., MMS messages coded with an SMS message, wherein the messages 
can comprise text, audio, voice, video and/or graphics, 0002, 0003) stored in a data 
network (0025); passing an indication of the message-notification from the WCD to a 
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computer locally connected with the WCD, responsively sending a message-retrieval 
request from the computer to a message server over a communication path that does 
not include the WCD and that does not include the cellular wireless air interface; 
receiving the data message into the computer in a response to the message-retrieval 
request (via an established communication link, wherein a server 24 receives a delivery 
request from the WCD, 0025; figure 3), and rendering the received data message for 
presentation to a user (0002). 



Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Heinz, U.S. Patent No. 6,298,231, discloses methods, systems, and devices for 
transmitting messages to wireless devices. 

Parsons et al, U.S. Patent No. 7,031 ,437, discloses a method and system for 
providing remote access to previously transmitted enterprise messages.
